One of the prime requisites of a 
good teaoher is scholarship hut all 
good scholars are not good teachers, 
any more than all good scholars are 
good preachers, good lawyers, or 
good business men. For all other 
professions and many business avo- 
cations, special preparation and 
practical training in the complex 
details of the work are required to 
insure success. This requirement 
la made of the teacher in all the 
leading educational. States In fact, 
Kentucky is the only State in the 
union, save one, that does not main- 
tain a system of State Normal 
Schools for the professional train- 
ing of her teachers. The other 
State whloh does not maintain such 
schools is Delaware; but Delaware, 
being a very small State, has an 
arrangement with the State Normal 
Schools of two adjoining States 
which enables her to give her teach- 
ers professional training. This 
leaves Kentucky decidedly in the 
rear in this important duty. 

Illinois spends a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars annually in maintain- 
Normal Schools.

The fourth State Development 
Convention, which was in s ession 
at the Gait House, Louisville, Oc- 
tober 10, 11, 12. 1905, passed the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

"Resolved, That In order to bet- 
ter fit the great mass of our public 
school teachers for the arduous 
duties imposed upon them, we 
recommend the extension of our 
common school system by the es- 
tablishment of an efficient system 
of State Normal Schools; and we 
earnestly commend consideration of 
this subject to the next General 
Assembly." 

The Kentucky Educational Asso- 
ciation which was in session at 
Mammoth Cave, June 21, 22, 28, 
1905, passed the following resolu- 
tion: 

"Resolved, That this Association 
commit itself unreservedly to the 
oreatlon of a system of State Nor- 
mal Schools and that we second In 
•verv way the efforts of the Educa- 
tional Improvement Commission to 
secure three such schools by enact- 
ment of the next General Assem- 
ble." 

Similar resolutions have been 
passed bv the public school teach- 
ers iu every, county in Kentucky 
annually for the past two <>r three 
years. Over 8,000 teaohers have 
placed themselves on record as in 
favor of this educational advanoe. 
Many educated, progressive men 
have espoused the cause, and it is 
to be hoped that the whole people 
will become interested In the mat- 
ter of professional training of pub- 
lic school teachers. 

"The best schpol house, the best 
equipment and the best teacher is 
none too good for the poorest and 
the raggedest boy or girl in the 
rudest log hut in Kentucky."
